I  propnsi'  lo  offer  some  sutrfrestioiis  ou  tlio  subject  lu  ("ounoction  wltli 
tile  BchII  fnioily.  n  liich  lin«  for  so  many  yeais  been  so  well  known  lu 
Allegany  county,  imlecil  in  all  western  Maryland.  I  know  of  no  name 
that  has  ftmiislied  so  many  soldiers  In  the  great  war.  The  anualK  of 
Maryland  show  there  were  live  oltlcers  accredited,  mostly.  If  not  entirely. 
to  I'"rederiek  county.  'I'lie  following  is  the  honorable  roll:  Kezin  Beall. 
brittadler  Kcneial:  Tlionuts  Be.Tll.  second  lieutenant:  LlycMl  Ek'all.  second 
lieutenant;  Sanuiel  B.  Beall,  lieutenant;  Wm.  Dent  Beall,  second  lieutenant; 
)  and  Zephariek  Beall,  ensitru.  Thomas  I^all  was  generally  called  captain, 
i>lit  in  <^vll  life  was  known  as  Thomas  B(>all.  of  Samuel,  the  atflx.  being 
Ills  fnther'M  I'hristiau  name. 

Ut  this  list  three  are  found  on  the  roll  of  the  f'inclnimti  S(iclety: 
Wniinin  Deut  Beall,  as  major:  Lloyd  BeRll.  captain,  anil  Samuel  B.  Beall, 
Iteuteiiant,     No  doubt  Samuel  B.  was  the  father  of  Thomai),  (i'  Samuel. 

lie  caitie  to  i'oit  Cumlierlaud  in  the  year  17.S4  from  one  of  the  lr)Wer 
"■ouiitieH,  i)erhaps  Montpoiuerj-.  He  became  the  proprietor  of  two  tracts 
<>f  land,  "Walnut  Bottom'  and  "The  Brothers,"  and  the  next  year  coni- 
mencM  the  town,  now  the  cltj-  of  Cumberland.  In  17S7  the  legislature, 
m>on  .his  petition,  appointed  five  commisHioners,  Andrew  Bruce,  Daniel 
Cresap,  (Jeo.  Dent  fMrs.  Gen.  Gi-nnt's  eraudfatherl,  Joha  I.ijnn  and  Even 
Olynn,  to  lay  off  the  to«n  of  CqniberlaDd,  at  the  mouth  of  Wills  creek, 
/;  Id  Wiwhliigton  county.  The  town  was  then  laid  out  And  the  old  luiuie 
of  "Fort  (""uniberland"  dropped.  Beall  had  his  land  laid  oCf  In  town  lota  ■
